Agreement with British Minister on Points: Jepanese 





Nanking, Mar. 18. 


Speaking on extraterritoriality 
negotiations to-day, Dr. C. T. Wang 
Stated that he was having converse 
Toms with the British Minister, Sir 
Miles Lampson, and that Dr. C. C. 
‘Wu'was taking the same maiter up 
with the American Government, in 
Washington. ‘Phe French. Minister 
‘M. Wilden, is scheduled to -leav 

ing Sor Nanking next week to 
seuss Sino-rench affairs with Dr, 
Wang. 

In connection with his conversa- 
tions with the British Minister, Dr. 
‘Wang stated that they had reached 
an' agreement. on most of the points 
aiscutsed. "Phere! were a few im: 

jortant points, abou 
Shieh thelr views dfferMy ate 
Tieude on these points remains firm, 
It is hoped that the foreign govern- 
nierts will come to the realization 
that the Government and the public 
of China alike are firm in thelr 
desire to see extrality abolished” he 
said. 

Dr. Wang expressed the hope that 
forcign governments would accept 
the Chinese terms and that 
extraterritoriality Issue would be 
Settled in the immediate future, 

When questioned as to whether he 
had discussed the extrality issue 
with the Japanese Government, th 
Foreign Minister stated. that’ the 
Japanese ease was a little different 
from ‘those of the other Powers. 
‘The National Government maintain: 
¢d" thatthe old” Sino-Japanese 
Treaty” had ‘expired and that the 
matter of extrality should be taken 
up together with the Treaty. of 
Amity; Commerce and Navigation. 

‘A draft treaty was presented by 
the Foreign Office to Japan during 
tho time Mr. Yoshizawa was Minis: 
ter 1g China, and although recently 
Mr, Shigemitsu, Japanese Charge 

"Affaires, expressed the opinion 
that ‘the Japanese Government 
would’ be willing to settle the Ex-

There is a possibility 
that these issues may be settled in 
the near future, concluded Dr. 
Wang—Reuter. 


Determined on Solution 
‘Dr, ©. T Wang, the Foreign 
Minister,” granted an interview to 
the members of Chinese press in 
Nanking ‘and made a_ statement 
relative to the Sino-foreign extral 
ritorlality negotiations, 

Government officials wore now 
working strenuously for the abo 
tion of extraterritoriality, ‘said. the 
Foreign Minister, and ‘Sir Miles 
Lampson, Hf, M. Minister to China, 
had resumed negotiations with him 
‘on the subject and they had ' con. 
Yersed for more than two. hours, 
An agreement was reached with 
references to certain questions, but 
there was still 
various important 
which China’ maintained a firm 
stand and refused to make any 
further concessions. 

‘The Government, however, car- 
nestly hoped that the British Gov. 
ernment would assume a fa 
Sighted attitude and settle these 
questions with China amicably, 
said Dr, Wang. In a word, Ching 
was fully determined to have the 
extratertitoriality question com- 
pletely threshed out and _ settled 
and she would not agree to any 
incomplete solution. It was to be 
hoped that the various Powers co 
corned would. understand China’ 
position and assumo a. sympathetic 
attitude relinquishing their extra- 
territorial’ privileges at an early 
date so that a complete sovereignty 
ray be, restored to. China 
‘Wang further told the Chi- 
nese press in conclusion that the 
latest" French extraterritoriality| 
proposals, which had been recently 
received in Nanking, were _ similar] 
in nature to the British, proposals 
‘and, on. this: account, they were 
not acceptable to China, However, 
‘the, question would be taken up 
with Mf. Wilden, the Frerich Minis- 
ter, vthio was shortly to arrive from 
Pekin.

‘The return of Mr, Hu Han- 
in to Nanking marks another 
stage in the recent political 
controversy which has naturally 
‘aroused interest in China and 
outside. It is gathered that 
Mr. Hu Han-min is not likely 
to leave the Capital for some 
time, although his disagree- 
ment with’ the Government ap- 
pears to be complete. There 
has been criticism of ‘the ac-

China, No one would pretend 
that, in spite of the settlement 
‘of ‘the differences with the 
North and the rapprochement 
with Mukden, the Government 
have any easy row to hoe.

causes, and Mr. Churchill 
achieved his object by a rigorous 
curtailment of the placing of 
new issues on the British market. 
When foreign loans were actual- 
ly issued he had the whole- 
hearted cooperation of American} 
bankers in taking over large 
portions of them, and so avoided 
any undue disturbance of the 
sterling exchange rate. Japan 
not being in the position of a 
reat international — money. 
fender, such measures would 
have been unavailing, but acting 
on principles similar to those of 
Mr. Churchill, Mr. Hamaguchi, 
who “had succeeded Baron 
Tanaka as Premier, proceeded to 
curb the flotation of internal 
loans. Not only was govern- 
‘ment borrowing strictly censor- 
ed, but the issue of local loans.

a policy of retrenchment this 
had the desired effect, and after 
thirteen years of an embargo, it!

RUBBER RESTRICTION

Reference has been made in 
recent telegrams to negotiations 
between the representatives of 
rubber interests in London, 
Malaya and the Netherlands 
East Indies regarding what is 
described as the “Maxwell 
Scheme.” As Shanghai is one 
of the largest communities in- 
terested in the rubber plantation 
industry, this is essentially a 
matter which calls for attention 
here, and accordingly it will not 
be out of place to give a rough 
outline of the scheme as well as 
a note with reference to the ma 
who has ‘suggested Sir 
George Maxwell, the promoter 
‘of the scheme, was Chief Secre- 
tary to the Federated Malay 
States Government from 1920 to 
1926, and he was largely respon- 
sible for the Stevenson scheme

whereby every estate was allow- 
ed to export so much rubber, and 
up to a point this worked well.

That 
is easy of accomplishment, but 
where the negotiations bet 
Sir Cecil Clementi 
Governor of the Netherlands 
‘Bagt Indies fell down about a 
‘year ago was with regard to 
native-produced rubber, Jonk- 
heer de Graeff, representing the 
‘Netherlands Bast Indies, was

profit, and accordingly increases

‘The fact that, as a setof 
to the retirement of Mr. N. 
Leslie, Messrs. F. J. Raven and 
C.H.'Arnhold are ‘standing as 
neweomers aspiring to seats on 
the Shanghai Municipal Council 
makes it inevitable ‘that there 
will be a contested election next’ 
week. On general grounds this 
is ail to:the good; unopposed 
nominations tend to discourage 
that active interest which it is 
desirable that the electorate 
should take im the affairs of the 
Settlement. Mr. Raven has—| 
from one point of view—already: 
endured judgment by a certain 
section of the ratepayers. In 





other words he has been 
nominated—with Mr. Carney a: 
candidate for _re-election—as. 


possessing the confidence of the 
majority of American voters, 
whose views have been as- 
certained by means of a prel 
minary canvassing of the chief 
American organizations here. 
‘This step was taken to prevent 
the recurrence of last year's 
results whereby an American’ 
seat was lost, although the 
British candidates took special 
pains to ensure the continuance, 
of the recognized but unwritten 
practice of regarding two seats 
as reserved to the American 
community. My. Raven's pro- 
minence as a business man in 
Shanghai and the support which 
he has obtained from his own 
compatriots make him a suitable 
candidate, Not less suitable, 
from the British point of view,

Practice, there would be much 
Tegret in many quarters. The 
difficulty is that the voter may’ 
not realize the existence of this 
possibility until it is too late.

The British voter— 
unless the probable significance 
of the Japanese and America| 
votes has been greatly mis-' 
judged—ean secure the right 
balance of nationalities on the 
Council, giving the Americane| 
their two seats, if he or she’ 
takes care, when voting next 
week, first to vote for the 
Japanese and Americans and 
then to distribute his or her 
remaining five votes among the 
six British candidates. The 
result will be that an old mem-| 
ber of the Council may fail to 
secure re-election or that Mr.

they emanate. Exposition has 
already been given of the’ in- 
plications of the nominations. 
‘The desicability of treating 
‘the four seats divided equal- 
ly among the Japanese and 
Americans as free of electoral 
controversy need be merely’ 
restated and left at that. There 
remains the lively problem of 
choosing from among six can- 
didates five men to fill the other 
jgeats, To this problem it is 
hoped that electors will give 
most earnest attention. ‘Their 
first task is to make gure that) 
between the hours of 10 aam 
and 3 p.m. either to-day “or 
to-morrow, they attend at the 
Administration Building, 209

voting tickets and vote. They, 
should also. make a point of 
performing this duty at the 
earliest possible moment, in 
order to avoid personal’ in- 
convenience, to facilitate the 
work of the returning officer, 
and to. spare their fellow: 
Voters ayoidable trouble. AS 
Voting will proceed through 
out the tiffin hours on, each day 
there is no excuse, except on 
ie ground of illness for the 
abstention of any single voter, 
It would be well if the special 
importance of the coming yeat, 
in’ Shanghai's history were 
marked by a record poll, ‘There 
in no reason why it should not 
be forthcoming, It would, in 
itself, constitute a atriking 
tribute to the political alertness 
of the International Settlement: 
and greatly strengthen the 
hands of the elected Council. 
Turning to. the problem’ of 
selecting the five candidates for 
favour, it will be realized that 
electors have no easy decision 
to make. Nor would it be ap- 
propriate to attempt to suggest 
the precise form that decision 
should take in terms of per- 
sonalities. The effect must be 
the elimination of one candidate. 
1, in the mind of an elector, one 
name stands out for, decisive 
avoidance the solution is readily 
attained. It may be doubted 
whether the issue is as. clear 
cut as all that, putting aside the 
personal equation which must 
always receive due recognition 
where certain votes are concern 
ed. In the last few weeks 
various topics have been 
mentioned in the Press and have 
been given an importance en- 
couraging tho view that they 
may usefully be taken to guide 
the voter. It would be most 
unfortunate if this view found 
general support.
